H.R.H. THE роке or CAMBRIDGE has left England 
for Gibraltar. 

Princess Mary Adelaide, Duchess of Teck, has con- 
sented to give her patronage to the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Industrial Homes, Forest-hill. ‘These homes are for 
the rescue and maintenance of destitute children. 

Count Hatzfeldt gave a banquet at the German 
Embassy, on Sunday, in honour of the Emperor 
William’s birthday. Besides the staff of the Em- 
bassy and of the Consulate, the principal representa- 
tives of the German colony iu London were present. 
His Excellency, in proposing the toast of the Em- 
peror’s health, gave expression to his conviction 
that, during the present year, at least, the peace of 
Europe would not be disturbed. 

The German ironclad squadron under the command 
of Admiral Hollmann, consisting of the frigates 
Stosch’ (Admiral’s flag-ship), Moltke, Charlotte, 
and Gneisenau has arrived at Malta from Alex- 
andria. 

The ‘Samoa Question”? continues to excite the 
people of the United States, but senators who have 
had an interview with General Harrison have in- 
timated that in their opinion the difficulty could be 
settled in anamicable manner. Congress is, it is said, 
ready to vote any credit that may be demanded. 

The Italian Parliament was opened on Monday by 
King Humbert. In the Speech from the ‘Throne the 
King laid special stress_on the necessity of “ safe- 
guarding” peace, and declared, on the part of the 
Ministry of course, that if the Government did поб 
make the necessary provision for that purpose ‘they 
would betray the country." His Majesty added, 
however, that peace was needed and desired by all. 

Mr. E. Stanhope, Secretary for War, declared аб 
Brigg, last Monday night, that in the coming session 
the Government would not hesitate to propose what- 
ever measures they might deem» necessary for the 
proper defence of the country. 

Mr. Gladstone intends to remain at Posilippo till 
Feb. 6, when he will proceed to Amalfi, on the Gulf 
of Salerno. After paying а visit at Cannes, where 
he expects to meet Lord Acton, he will return to 
London in time for the meeting of Parliament on the 
21st. Mr. Gladstone is in excellent health and 


spirits.

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to . others.. . The story of Colonel North’s 
grand gift is soon told. A few weeks ago, at the 
sale by auction of what were known as the Cardi- 
gan estates in the neighbourhood of Leeds, Sir 
George Morrison, tue Town Clerk of Leeds, 
made a bid on behalf of the Corporation for 
Kirkstall Abbey and the twelve acres of land on 
which it stands, but Sir George's offer was con- 
siderably below the reserved price, and the pro- 
perty was kept back for sale by private treaty. 
А few days afterwards it was ascertained that 
a promoter of public entertainments was en- 
deavouring to purchase the abbey, whereupon 
Mr. E. Wilson, a local solicitor, for himself and 
& few friends made a provisional contract with 
the trustees of. the Cardigan estates for the 
purpose of securing the abbey grounds for the 
enjoyment of the people of Leeds. 'These gentle- 
men were relieved of the responsibility by Colonel 
J. 'T. North, of Eltham, in Kent, who is a native 
of Leeds, and who is now well known in London 
as having amassed great wealth in South America. 
He telegraphed from the Hótel Métropole to the 
Mayor of Leeds asking if the people of his 
native town would accept from him the gift of 
Kirkstall Abbey. On Friday, Jan. 25, the com- 
pletion of the gift took place at Leeds, when 
Colonel North was chosen to be the first hon. 
freeman in that town, and the freedom was pre- 
sented to him at a great gathering of the in- 
habitants in the Townhall-by Alderman J. Ward, 
the Mayor. This gift to the town of Leeds cost 
Colonel North.at least £10,000, and he gave. to 
the town also, аба further cost of £900, a piece 
of land adjoining the Abbey as an additional 
recreation-ground.

Ав the members of the Corporation attired in 
their robes entered the Victoria Hall, and Coloyel 
North joined Mrs. North, Miss North, and Mr. 
Harry North on the platform, cheers rang out, 
which were repeated as the Mayor presented the 
silver casket containing the ‘‘ Burgess Ticket’’ 
and Corporation address, and as Colonel North 
signed his name on the honorary burgess roll as 
the first honorary freeman of the boroughof Leeds. 
It was stated by the Mayor that Colonel North 
had given £5000 to the Leeds General Infirmary, 
besides which the Yorkshire College, the 
Mechanics’ Institute, and other institutions had 
received from him substantial and generous aid. 
Colonel North, in accepting the honours conferred 
upon him: by the Corporation, said there was no 
true Yorkshireman who had the power who would 
not have done for his native town what he had 


done. No doubt he had been prosperous even 
beyond his expectations, but what was the use of 
having money if it was not spent in the way in 
which it should be spent? He jocosely said he 
had ‘presented them with Kirkstall Abbey, 
though he did not possess it, but he would 
there and then hand to the Mayor and town 
clerk a cheque for the payment of it. In the 
evening the Mayor gave a banquet in honour of 
Colonel North at the Townhall of Leeds. We 
trust the example of Colonel North will be copied 
far and wide. 


BISMARCK’S FRIENDLY 
CO-OPERATION WITH ENGLAND. 


We are happy to say Prince Von Bismarck has 
adopted towards Great Britain a friendly tone, 
which contrasts favourably with the testy lan- 
guage used by some few of the Berlin papers 
regarding e. Morier incident. Тһе great 
Minister of Germany posed as the “ Honest 
Broker’’ on Saturday last. The Berlin Reichstag 
commenced the debate upon the first reading of 
the Bill for the Protection of German Interests 
and the Combating of the Slave Trade in Eastern 
Africa. 
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SPEAKING IN THE BERLIN REICHSTAG. 
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PRINCE BISMARCK. SAID :— 

I will tell the Reichstag honestly how far I 
intend to go, and I will not go a hair’s-breadth 
farther. What I propose applies only to the 
immediate most pressing requirements. The first 
speaker touched on the question as to the position 
which we shall take up with regard to foreign 
Powers, and on that point I can only say that we 
have proceeded, and shall ever proceed, solely 
with and in agreement with 


THE GREATEST COLONIAL POWER IN THE 
WORLD—ENGLAND. 

I deny, therefore, emphatically the suggestion 
that we have any intention of proceeding against 
the Sultan of Zanzibar in opposition to the wishes 
of England. We are absolutely resolved to be 
at one with the English Government and to up- 
hold that unity. We have shared with the 
English in Africa, and the only unpleasantnesses 
which have arisen have been with subordinate 
officials, for whom the Government neither can 
nor will Фе responsible. Time gained in this 
question is not only money but blood gained. 
Besides, no information could be given to a com- 
mittee about the details,of our plans about the 
force to be enrolled, their arms and ammunition, 
for fear of making our foe acquainted with them. 
The measures taken hitherto have thoroughly 
stood the test, and justify us in further building 
on them. The Prince, in continuation, said :— 
We have concluded no treaties with England, but 
WE REGARD HER AS AN OLD AND HISTORICAL ALLY 
with whom we have been in fouch, even оп 
Colonial'quéstions, for 150 years. He then went 
on to criticise his opponents’ statements, and said 
the Bill before the House was not a question of 
the East African Company, but of civilisation. 
The Prince, saying that he was not а ‘‘ Colonies 
man," declared they must keep their eyes fixed 
on the suppression of the slave-trade, and must 
therefore. obtain control over that traffic. А 
further task-before them was the utilisation of 
the fertile strip of the East African coast for the 
laying out of plantations. That afforded really 
promising prospects. If Germany, who yearly 
spends five hundred million marks on coffee, wool, 
tobacco, &c., could save only the tenth, or even 
the twentieth, part of that sum by the pro- 
duce of her colonies, there was already the 
interest on the capital invested. The business 
was not to be regarded as a lottery, but asa well- 
laid plan, the carrying out of which required 
time. If calm and the necessary capacity to wait 
were wanting, such things should not be under- 
taken; and yet in this case it was impossible to 
avoid the enterprise. The coast was leased by the 
company, which was the representative of Ger- 
many in those parts; and Germany must, there- 
fore, protect the company if she wished to retain 
her hold on its possessions. After Dr. Windt- 
horst’s speech, consider the assent of the 
Reichstag certain; but I should like the pro- 
ceedings to be expedited, because we might һауе 
cause to regret delay in no longer time even than 
four or five days. The Chancellor then resumed 
his seat amid loud cheers.

RAILWAY DISASTER IN 
OHIO. 


А резрАТСН from Akron, Ohio, dated 
Jan. 14, gives details of a railway acci- 
dent which occurred а few miles from 
there on that date. Тһе disaster was 
said to be the worst that has ever 
occurred on the New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Ohio Railroad, and was 
between the East-bound express and a 
freight train. The former consisted of 
baggage and express car, smoker, 
coach, and two sleepers. The freight 
train had preceded the express some 
time, but as it was going up an incline 
the couplings parted, and some of the 
waggons ran down the declivity. The 
engine-driver put the attached wag- 
gons into a siding and went after the 
remaining ones. He secured them, and 
was returning when the express came 
up and dashed into the waggons. The 
collision was very violent. The baggage- 
car,- the snioker, and ladies’-coach 
were telescoped. The shrieks of the 
injured were piteous. Тһе broken 
cars took fire. А girl and a Chinaman 
were imprisoned in a car, and their 
cries were heartrending, but they could 
not be extricated. They were stifled 
by the dense smoke,. and their charred 
bodies were afterwards found. Most 
of the bodies were burnt almost to 
ashes. The remains of the eight per- 
sons were picked up and all placed 
into one receptacle. А lawyer saw 
his trunk, containing valuable docu- 
ments, burnt. He was going East 
to plead in an important case. Оп 
seeing the trunk burn, he exclaimed, 
** There goes 25,000 dollars."

Ordinary bicycles, rational and other- 
wise—safety two-wheelers for ladies as 
well as for gentlemen, some with the 
latest anti-vibration appliances and 
with large steering-wheels — tandem 
bicycles, one of which is a combination 
of both tall and dwarf types, tricycles 
for one or more riders—all are here, 
rejoicing in new enamel and the 
brightest of nickelplating. 

Messrs. Singer and Co. show their 
Victoria six-in-hand, and Messrs. 
Rudge the quadricycle for three riders, 
of which great things are expected 
after its recent fast performances. A 
Travers racing safety is to be seen 
which weighs only 151b., and has been 
used on road and path during the past 
season by a 10st. rider.
